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Use of School Groands 


The hesitation of the public school 
board to accede to the request of the city 
for general use of school grounds for 
public recreational Bgl eae is under- 
standable for several reasons, But the 
hesitation should not be inordinately pro- 
longed because the public, which supports 
the school board, is heartily behind the 
proposal that this property should be put 


to maximum public use. 
It is easy to sympathize with the view 


of the school board that damage done 
during the use of school grounds by other 
than school pupils should not be repaired 
at the expense of the board. 

Assuredly the city or the recreation 
commission or whatever body ia in charge 
of the proposed adult recreation should 
definitely undertake to make all damage 

immediately it occurs, 

The board, moreover, is eminently 
right in assuming the position that it 
should control these school grounds at 
all times and that no buildings or rinks 
should be erected on the grounds that 
might interfere with the primary purpose 
of them which is to accommodate school 


children. 


Playing the Game 


Another vicious attack on the Princess 
Margaret Rose has been made, this time 
by the “League Against Cruel Sports.” 
Someone should intimate to these and 
other cranks who criticize the Princess 
that they are weak-mindedly playing the 
game of the Reds. 

It seems that the Princess Margaret 
followed the Pitchley hunt, on January 
6, in a motor car. She was immediately 
called by the sentimentalists, pinch- hitting 
for the Reds, such names as “heartless”, 

“cruel” and “inhumane.” 


This does not purport to be a defence 
of fox-hunting which, to many Canadians, 
appears to be silly rather than cruel, 
ridiculous rather than heartless, But it 
amuses a great many people, just as poker 
amuses a great many people, and probably 
inflicts no greater torture on the fox than 


After all, schoolg and school grounds 
exist basically to assist in the education 
of children, That purpose must be carried 
out first and foremost. 

But if these principles are amply safe- 
guarded, there is no reason why sehool 
grounds should not be made to serve a 
doublé purpose provided the basic purpose 
has priority at all times. 

Education and educational equipment 
today cost a great deal of public money 
As time goes on, they will probably cost 
more. Indeed the public should prepare 
itself to spend more on education because 
it is the essential basis of the economic 
system. 

The public’s anxiety to get the most 
for its money is understandable. 

Lf school planta are expensive, as they 
must be, it is reasonable to believe those 
plants should be in operation as many 
hours a day as possible and serve as many 
community purposes as possible, 

If this can be done without jeopardiz- 
ing educational efficiency, as should be 
quite easily arranged, nothing substantial 
can be said against the city's plan.
